Ham radio is to Joe Conely of Raleigh a 
hobby with potential for personal ful- 
fillment. 


His radio operating activities, both as 
an Air Force operator during a 1963-67 
tour of duty and as amateur radio opera- 
tor WB4YAS, have spanned the globe. He 


is pleased with the results. 


Going into the Air Force out of high school at Galveston, Texas, Joe 

went to radio school after basic training to become a morse and non- 

morse intercept operator. "We took code about six hours a day," he 
: said. "That got me interested in radio." 


He spent some time working the Air Force MARS station at Tinker Air 
Force Base at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. That gave him an opportunity 

to work a lot of hams in the traffic net. His experiences there helped 
mold his concept of amateur radio. 


"I come from an area that's hurricane country," he said. "I saw a lot 
of good done by ham operators during such storms as Hurricane Carla, 
when most communications are knocked out. They are very helpful 
working with Red Cross. Through the MARS station at Tinker, I was 
able to help out around the Corpus Christi and Brownsville, Texas area 
during a 1966 hurricane. The local weather relay station was knocked 
out and radio stations there had no weather information to broadcast. 
We took the New Orleans weather off ye and ee ha it to Browns- 
ville. 


"The following year, during the Alaskan earthquake, we provided a lot 

of relief traffic for military people who had families located in the 

Oklahoma City area," Joe said. 
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But it was MARS phone patches to and from Vietnam that ineceetes Joes 
most deeply. “We would connect young married couples, the wife in ie 
states, the husband somewhere in the junngles of Vietnam, and they'd 
both be crying like babies while they were talking to each other," he ; 
said. "You knew you were doing something. You could really feel ful- 
filled, that you had done something for somebody.” 7” 


Although Joe got his start in radio in service, a ham operator inspired 
him to enter the hobby. Joe was working an accident in town near ri 
Oklahama City as claims adjuster for an insurance company after he left 
service. He inquired about an antenna on the client's vehicle and so = 
met Henry Just, K5SAM. "We became friends," Joe said. “He started ; 
me on electronic theory and helped me through my novice ticket. He's 
the one that actually got me going. The credit goes to him." 


Joe joined RARS shortly after moving to Raleigh. 


"As soon as I got to Raleigh, I looked around for an antenna," he said. 
"I found Dave Langley's, knocked on his door and introduced myself. 


He introduced me to the club. I joined within the first month after I 
arrived." That was September, 1971. 


Joe is also a member of the amateur radio club at North Carolina State 
University in Raleigh, where he is a senior. He expects to receive a 
bachelor of arts degree in politics upon completion of a final eight 
creditshours this coming semester. He has also served as an officer 
of the club whose station call is W4ATC. 


Joe has been active in campus politics. He was runner-up among 11 
candidates seeking the student body presidency a year ago. This past 
year he was president of the Student Liberal Arts Council in the 
university's School of Liberal Arts. 


Joe upgraded to general class in Septempver 1972 after completing a RARS 
class. He operates a Hammarlund HX-50 SSB transmitter and a Halli- 
crafter SX-111 receiver. He said his operation is "90 per cent CW." ~ 


"Primarily I work 20 meters, out of necessity," he said. "That's 
where the DX is. Some of the places I like to work most are the east- 
ern European countries, the Soviet Union, and places like that. I 
work a lot of Russian stations." 


Joe said wife Danelle once held a techni¢ian's license when she was 
about 15 years old. They have one 14 year-old son, Gary. 


Other hobbies include archery, running, and duck hunting. 
Joe said he took a course in archery at NCSU and became interested in 
the sport. "It changed by hunting ideas quite a bit," he said. "I've 


never done any big game hunting, but if I did, I think I'd do it with 
archery." 


He runs three miles every other motning on the campus course. 

He said that although he has done considerable duck hunting in the past, 
the ducks have been safe since he's been in North Carolina, because he 
has not had time to go. 


Joe turned 31 on August 1, 1975.
